‘‘Of the 822 million 
acres of 
woodland in 
the 
United 
States 
when the white man first came, 
less than 125 million acres of vir­ 
gin tim ber remain, and this is the 
fundam ental basis for the National 
and State forestry program s un­ 
der w ay,” declared E. O. Siecke, 
director of the Texas Forest Serv­ 
ice at the Rotary ( Sub luncheon 
yesterday. 
“ This is so,” he con­ 
tinued, “ because we depend so in­ 
tim ately on wood in our daily lives 
and the business world would ba 
stalled if wood were to be taken 
away. 
“ Of all the rem aining tim ber in 
the United States 62 per cent is in 
the northw estern states. In 7 or 8 
years m ost of the lum ber used^ in 
Texas will come from that section 
and will cost 
more 
because of 
longer freight hauls. 
The funda­ 
m ental trouble with us is th at we 
have mined our forests, using their 
products four times as fast as we 
have replaced them. 
Texas origi­ 
nally had fourteen million acres of 
fine pine tim ber but now little over 
o»..; million acres are left. 
We are 
now cutting hbout 200,000 acres of 
this yearly. 
“ And yet,” Mr. Siecke continu­ 
ed, “ we ha 
plenty of land in E ast 
Texas unfit for farm ing purposes 
that will grow trees adm irably. Our 
problem is to get this land so Uti­ 
lised, and in accomplishing this it 
has been decided the best way is to 
encourage private capital in the en­ 
terprise. 
The greatest obstacle to 
sue h development bi the danger of 
unjust taxation of a crop that re­ 
quires 30 to GO years to grow. The 
forestry commission appointed by 
Governor Neff ^-commended an 
am endm ent giving the Legislature 
the power to enact laws protecting 
private capital from taxation on 
both land and growing tim ber.” 
Concluding, Mr. Siecke outlined 
the work of the Texas Forest Serv­
